MOTORISTS in Northamp¬ 
tonshire have been warned 
to be careful on the roads 
over the next few days as the 
county prepares for a bitter 
cold snap. 

Weather experts predicted tem¬ 
peratures would plummet towards 
the end of this week, with the threat 
of some snow by the weekend. I 


The county council’s highways de¬ 
partment was last night preparing to 
deploy gritters on routes throughout 
the county to counteract widespread 
frost and patchy ice caused by ex¬ 
pected overnight temperatures of ap¬ 
proaching minus 2 degrees. But the 
council was warning all motorists to 
continue to drive with caution. 

Councillor Heather Smith {Con, 
Prebendal ), cabinet member for 


transport, said: “I think there is 
sometimes a misconception it is a 
magic treatment that can halt any¬ 
thing nature has to throw at us. 

“The truth is that while salt un¬ 
doubtedly speeds up the thawing 
process and can make a very big 
difference, its effectiveness is very 
much reduced at temperatures be¬ 
low minus five.” 

In Northamptonshire tempera¬ 


tures were expected to plummet 
tomorrow, when temperatures 
could reach as low as minus 4C. 
Widespread overnight frosts were 
expected throughout the rest of the 
week and weekend, and sleet and 
snow showers were a possibility to¬ 
day and tomorrow. On Saturday tem¬ 
peratures will hover around freezing 
all day, with light snow predicted 
throughout the day and night.

Patrols up 
after death 


POLICE have upped pa¬ 
trols in a Northampton¬ 
shire village left in mourn¬ 
ing following the death of 
a 16-year-old schoolboy, 
with four men due to ap¬ 
pear in the dock yesterday 
charged with his murder. 

And it emerged this week that 
the Deanshanger home of one of 
the defendants was targeted on 
the day news of the death of 16- 
year-old Kingsbrook School stu¬ 
dent Adil Basharat first broke. 

Northamptonshire Police yes¬ 
terday revealed they had been 
called to the house of one of the 
defendants on Sunday after vehi¬ 
cles parked at the property were 
damaged. 

Yesterday community leaders 
called for calm and to let justice 
take its course. 


Councillor David Aaronson, 
of Deanshanger Parish Council, 
said: “There are lots of rumours 
flying around about what hap¬ 
pened but everyone should just 
wait for the facts to come out in 
the proper way.” 

Tensions have been height¬ 
ened in the village following false 
rumours of another attack yes¬ 
terday and threats of revenge at¬ 
tacks on social networking sites 
such as Facebook, Twitter and 
Formspring. 

Police have stepped up patrols 
in the village ever since the at¬ 
tack happened on Friday morn¬ 
ing outside the gates of Kings¬ 
brook School in Stratford Road, 
Deanshanger. 

And two police cars with four 
officers on foot were stationed 
outside the school, where Adil 
was a pupil, as students left yes¬ 


terday afternoon. Officers talked 
to parents and monitored the 
scene of the attack as young peo¬ 
ple continued to add to the piles 
of candles and tributes to Adil. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“We are aware of the concerns of 
some people living in Deanshang¬ 
er following the tragic death of 
Adil on Sunday. 

“Officers have been conducting 
high visibility patrols in Dean¬ 
shanger since Friday to provide 
reassurance to local people. 

“The response from local peo¬ 
ple has been respectful and we 
will continue to offer as much re¬ 
assurance as possible in the com¬ 
ing days and weeks.”

Parents demand 
answers on crash 



THE parents of a talented 
student who died in an horrific 
road accident have spoken 
of their ongoing fight and 
frustrations, more than two 
years after her tragic death. 

In September 2008, Rebecca Taylor, 
aged 18, died in a car crash on the 
road between Blisworth and Milton 
Malsor. She was returning home 
after dropping her younger sister off 
at school in Roade. 

The teenager, from Tanglewood, 
Collingtree, in Northampton, was 
driving a Peugeot at around 8.45am 
when it skidded on standing water, 
span across the road. It then collided 
with a Renault Megane and burst 
into flames. 

Her parents, Nicole and Chris, 
have said they still feel they have 
not received sufficient answers 
about their daughter’s tragic and 
fatal collision, despite a police 
investigation and an inquest into 
her death. 

They still have concerns about 
how police and crash investigators 
examined the crash scene and 
continue to be very concerned 
about the highway’s procedures 
for inspecting and clearing drains 
and gullies of silt to prevent roads 
flooding. 

Mr and Mrs Taylor commissioned 
an independent road accident 
expert to write a report about how 
Northamptonshire County Council 
maintains road surfaces and have 
now asked the local ombudsman to 


investigate. They have also made 
a formal complaint about how 
Northamptonshire Police dealt with 
the crash investigation. 

Mrs Taylor said: “At times you just 
want to stop pursuing all these issues, 
it is so emotionally exhausting, 
you think we can’t keep doing this, 
but if we don’t raise these concerns 
who will? Nobody else seems to be 
interested. 

“One aspect which really upsets us 


was the assumption that because she 
was a young, inexperienced driver, 
the collision was her fault. 

“What I do know for a fact is if the 
road surface had not been flooded 
with water that morning Beccy would 
be still with our family today.” 

Mr and Mrs Taylor say they now 
believe details of Rebecca’s death 
were unnecessarily kept from them 
during the investigation, claiming it 
was three months before they found 


out Rebecca was dead before her car 
went up in flames. The pair have also 
said they have issues about the way 
road deaths are investigated in the 
UK. 

Mrs Taylor added: “We know 
Rebecca won’t come back, but we 
are the ones who are still drawing 
her bedroom curtains every night. 
We are having to ask all the question 
and we don’t understand why it has 
to be us?”

AN exhibition featuring 
behind-the-scenes pho¬ 
tographs from motor 
racing events around 
the world will go on 
display this week in 
Northampton. 

Lou Boileau, from North¬ 
ampton, is showing his pic¬ 
tures at a former art gallery 
which depict his travels to 
some of the most famous rac¬ 
ing circuits in the world in¬ 
cluding Monza and Le Mans. 

The 50-year-old was a 
guest of the CRS racing team 
and was given unrestricted 
access at Le Mans 24 hour, 
Formula Renault and GT2 
events in places such as 
Hong Kong and Argentina 
and all over Europe. 

Mr Boileau, whose celeb¬ 
rity portrait photographs 
have been displayed at the 
National Gallery in London, 
said: “I’m not really interest¬ 
ed in motor racing but I was 
asked to apply my science to 
the sport and I did it in my 
own way. 

“There were 40, 50 and 60 
motor racing photographers 
all standing on one corner 
and there didn’t seem to be 
any empathy or motivation 
or inspiration. 

“That is not a criticism of 
them as that’s their job but 
these photographs are my 
own angle on what was hap¬ 
pening. 

“I have a great love of por¬ 


traits and whether it’s Brad 
Pitt or a mechanic, a face is 
a face. 

“I have shots of mechan¬ 
ics waiting to perform their 
changes and looking like 
they’re from World War One 
and waiting to fly out. 

“I was trying to capture 
some of the tension.” 

The photographs are a 
mixture of colour and black 
and white portraits and land¬ 
scapes. 

They show mechanics, 
crew and drivers - includ¬ 
ing Northampton racer Tim 
Mullen - plus shots out on 
the circuits themselves. 

Mr Boileau said: “To be 
able to get to all these places 
with my camera where no¬ 
body else was was a complete 
honour.” 

The Silent Corners exhibi¬ 
tion will run from tomorrow, 
November 26, until Tuesday 
November 30 between 11am 
and 6pm at 6 The Ridings 
before moving to London in 
February.

THE leaders of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council have 
been accused of 'gambling' 
with taxpayers' money fol¬ 
lowing the collapse of a 
controversial £100 million 
regeneration scheme. 

Plans to regenerate Eastfield 
and Thorplands were first an¬ 
nounced by the council two years 
ago, but the scheme faced large 
scale opposition from residents 
because a number of houses would 
have been demolished as part of 
the project - a project which the 
Government said on Monday had 
been scrapped. 

The news has been welcomed 
by many residents of the two es¬ 
tates, but opposition leaders at 
the Guildhall have criticised the 
council for pushing ahead with the 
project when residents opposed it 
and there was always a chance the 
Government’s funding could be 
withdrawn. 

The leader of the opposition at 
the Guildhall, Councillor David 
Palethorpe (Con, Billing) also at¬ 
tacked the council for being unable 
to say how much of the £1.1 million 
they had set aside to manage the 
project had so far been spent. 

He said: “With this whole project, 
the Liberal Democrats gambled 
thousands of pounds of taxpayers’ 
money on red and unfortunately, 
the ball has landed on black. 

“They also dealt with the pub¬ 
lic in a pretty appalling way, and 
don’t even know exactly how much 
money it all cost. I think they have 
some very serious questions to an¬ 


swer over this.” 

The leader of the council’s inde¬ 
pendent group, Councillor Tony 
Clarke (Ind, Castle) also criticised 
the council for the way it had han¬ 
dled the project. 

He said: “We’ve constantly told 
them they were chasing a dead 
duck on this one, but they ignored 
us. If we hadn’t made those warn¬ 
ings, I dread to think how much 
money would have been wasted.” 

The Eastfield and Thorplands 
project would have seen more than 
220 new houses built in the two are¬ 
as and more than 400 refurbished. 

A total of 195 homes would have 
been demolished, including 124 
which were owned by the coun¬ 
cil and 71 which were privately 
owned. 

The leader of the authority, 
Councillor Brian Hoare (Lib Dem, 
Abington) said he was “deeply dis¬ 
appointed” the council had lost out 


on the Government money for the 
scheme. 

But he defended the amount the 
council had already spent on the 
programme, insisting the figure 
was only ‘a fraction’ of the £1.1 mil¬ 
lion which was set aside. 

He said: “We’ve only spent a 
fraction of the projected budget 
and this has enabled us to produce 
a fully costed scheme. 

“We will now have to consider 
if an alternative means of fund¬ 
ing can be found. The residents on 
these two estates will be more con¬ 
cerned about the loss of funding to 
bring about improvements, that 
are many years overdue, to their 
estates and in their houses. 

“Residents will know the survey 
work and draft proposals required 
to prepare these major schemes 
will not be wasted and will hope 
that alternative funding can be 
found.” 


The scheme would have 
been funded through £100 
million of Government 
money. 

More than 220 new homes 
would have been built on 
the two estates. 

More than 400 existing prop¬ 
erties would also have 
been refurbished under 
the deal. 

A total of 195 homes would 
have been demolished; 
these would have included 
124 which are owned by 
the council and 71 which 
are privately owned. 


In Thorplands, the scheme 
would have seen unpopu¬ 
lar flats replaced with 
family homes. Shops and 
pubs inThorplands would 
also have been improved. 

In Eastfield, unpopular flats 
and maisonettes owned 
by the council would have 
been replaced with family 
homes. 

Bedsits and flats in Eastfield 
would also be converted 
into homes and unused 
green spaces would have 
been used to build new 
homes.

BANKRUPT people in 
Northampton have 
claimed they are un¬ 
able to pay back their 
debts as they need 
the money to pay for 
adult movie channels 
or hair extensions. 

The breathtaking excus¬ 
es have been collected by 
officers at the Insolvency 
Service in Northampton. 

Staff clear up the mess 
left behind when a compa¬ 
ny or individual becomes 
insolvent. 

They try to arrange fair 
repayments to creditors 
by working out how much 
of the bankrupt person’s 
income is left over after es¬ 
sentials are paid for. 

However, some people 
stretch the definition of 
essential, with the list of 
unwarranted expenses 
including porn channel 
subscriptions, hair exten¬ 
sions, a private football 
coach, golf lessons and dog 
grooming. 

Malcolm Dunn, the Of¬ 
ficial Receiver for the

Northampton area, said: 
“We need to work out their 
household income or ex¬ 
penditure to reach a rea¬ 
sonable figure. 

“But we get some people 
who in all seriousness say: 
‘What about my house¬ 
keeper?’ or ‘What about my 
cleaner?’. 

“It is difficult to look at 
these people who have got 
themselves into this situ¬ 
ation and yet are living a 
life you don’t have. These 
people need to wake up and 


smell reality. 

“You have sympathy 
with some people who are 
bankrupt through no dis¬ 
cernible fault of their own 
but not those who expect 
to go bankrupt then walk 
away back to the lifestyle 
they had before.” 

The so-called income 
payment orders, which 
normally last for three 
years, are organised by Mr 
Dunn, who is a court of¬ 
ficer, and his staff. 

Despite the excuses, how¬ 
ever, many people become 
bankrupt despite their best 
efforts and the Insolvency 
Service aims to help them 
as well as provide public 
confidence. 

Mr Dunn said: “We don’t 
want to strip anyone of 
everything they have just 
because they are bankrupt. 
The important thing is that 
we don’t take away some¬ 
one’s incentive to live. They 
need to be able to earn little 
bit for themselves and that 
way they will continue to 
work and at the same time 
pay off their creditors.”

'No cash for 
youth buses’ 


THE LEADERS of 
Northamptonshire 
County Council have 
said there is no money 
to fund a youth service 
provided by the YMCA, 
despite calls to contin¬ 
ue backing it. 

The YMCA runs two 
‘youth buses’ which travel 
around the county provid¬ 
ing a place where young 
people can enjoy activities, 
such as using computers. 

The project was set up in 
1999 and, until this year, 
received £60,000 in funding 
from the county council. 

During a meeting at Coun¬ 
ty Hall, opposition mem¬ 
bers of the council said the 
authority should continue 
to fund the project because 
it helped disadvantaged 
youngsters and kept them 
off the streets. 

Councillor Julie Brook¬ 
field (Lab, Shire Lodge) said: 
“The council should restore 
the funding for this service. 
We should lift the threat of 
the funding cuts.” 

She was backed by Coun¬ 
cillor Tony Clarke (Ind, Cas¬ 
tle) who added: “This is a 
test for the council’s view of 
the Big Society, because this 
scheme works. 


“It provides a valuable 
service to young people and 
it would be a great shame if 
something that worked this 
well was taken away.” 

The county council an¬ 
nounced plans to cut its 
funding to the YMCA in 
July. 

And the council’s cabinet 
member for children and 
young people, Councillor 
Andrew Grant (Con, Brack- 
ley East) said the money was 
still not there. 

He said: “The country 
has faced some of the most 
severe economic times we 
have ever seen. And when 
we went through the finan¬ 
cial figures, some things we 
had been funding we had to 
make decisions on. Sadly, 
one of the schemes was the 
bus run by the YMCA. 

“I’ve had talks with them 
and I’m pleased to say 
they’re taking on board the 
decisions they have to face, 
as we all have to, and have 
started to look for alterna¬ 
tive funding. 

“But we’re not in a posi¬ 
tion continue funding this.” 

The YMCA’s buses were 
also targeted by thieves last 
month, who stole £3,000 of 
computers, games consoles, 
TVs and DVDs.

A NEW report suggests 
it will cost Northamp¬ 
ton homeowners more 
than seven times their 
average income to own 
a home. 

The National Housing Feder¬ 
ation survey shows the town’s 
average house price is £149,169, 

7.4 times the average income of 
£20,166. 

The survey shows the three 
least affordable local authority 
areas in the county are South 
Northamptonshire, where the 
average house price is £232,767 
and 10.5 times the £22,116 aver¬ 
age income, Daventry, where a 
£215,858 average property is 8.7 
times the £24,778 mean income, 
and Wellingborough, where an 
average house costs £157,222, 

8.5 times the £18,455 average 
income. 

The survey suggests the 
cheapest place to buy a home 
is in Corby where the average 
house price is £127,671, needing 
6.9 times the £18,491 average in¬ 
come. 

Last month the Govern¬ 
ment’s Comprehensive Spend¬ 
ing Review cut the affordable 
housebuilding budget by 63 per 
cent. 

The National Housing Fed¬ 
eration is now calling on the 
Government to assess and meet 
housing needs. 

Neil Griffiths from the fed¬ 
eration said: “Housing need 
in the East Midlands region is 
reaching desperate levels. 

“With high house prices and 
comparatively low wages in 
the region, affordability is a 
major issue.” 



Councillor Richard Church, 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning and regeneration, said: 
“There are many factors that 
make Northampton a place 
people want to move to and live 
in, and a side effect of this is 
rising house prices. 

“Despite the tough economic 
conditions there is still a need 
for new housing. To achieve 
this we have planning policies 
in place that set a target that 
35 per cent of all new develop¬ 
ments must be made up of af¬ 
fordable homes.” 

Simon Bond (pictured), man¬ 
aging director of Northampton 
estate agents, O’Riordan Bond, 
said lenders now based sales 
more on affordability than in¬ 
come. 

He said: “Around 15 years 
ago lenders and banks would 
give you a mortgage based on 
multiples of your annual in¬ 
come. However, over the last 
three or four years it has be¬ 
come more about affordabil¬ 
ity. They don’t really look at 
the overall purchase price, it’s 
more about how much a buyer 
can pay monthly.”

F OR every Elephant Man, 
there is a Pretty Woman; 
for every Magnificent Sev¬ 
en, there is a Fantastic Four. 
Cinema warmly embraces great 
art and great entertainment, 
because without the box office 
allure of trashy popcorn fod¬ 
der there simply wouldn’t be 
money in the kitty for auteurs 
to express their creativity. 

For more than 20 years, Brit¬ 
ish director Tony Scott has 
unapologetically catered for the 
tastes of audiences who hunger 
for slam-bang thrills. 

And he’s certainly delivered 
- with high-octane vehicles 
including Days Of Thunder, 

The Last Boy Scout and Enemy 
Of The State. 

During that time, Scott has 
collaborated four times with 
Oscar-winning actor Denzel 
Washington on Crimson Tide, 
Man On Fire, Deja Vu and most 
recently on the remake of The 
Taking Of Pelham 123. 

The pair reunite for Unstoppa¬ 
ble - a cinematic rush of blood 
to the head inspired by true 
events, which follows the ex¬ 
ploits of two brave men to stop 
a runaway locomotive before it 
derails, potentially killing thou¬ 
sands of innocent civilians. 
From the moment the train 
chugs away from its hapless 


driver, the film steadily gathers 
momentum, careening through 
the set pieces, which invari¬ 
ably involve something being 
smashed to smithereens. 

Think Speed on two rails, 
scripted by Mark Bomback, 
who penned Die Hard 4.0. 

In a Pennsylvania rail yard, 
Dewey (Ethan Suplee) foolishly 
jumps off a slow moving freight 
train in order to race ahead and 
change a set of points. 
Unfortunately, the throttle jars 
forward and the carriages speed 
down the line without a driver 
... or any air brakes. 

More worrying, the locomo¬ 
tive includes drums of a highly 
flammable liquid. 

“We’re talking about a mis¬ 
sile the length of the Chrysler 
Building,” warns yardmaster 
Connie Hooper (Rosario Daw¬ 
son), who clears the entire line 
to prevent a head-on collision 
while her boss Michael Galvin 
(Kevin Dunn) concocts a plan 
of action to minimise the loss 
of life. 

Further down the line, veteran 
engineer Frank Barnes (Denzel 


Washington) and conductor 
Will Colson (Chris Pine) learn 
of the impending disaster. 

With little thought to their own 
safety, the two men orchestrate 
a daring rescue plan to slow 
down the runaway train before 
it reaches the notorious Stanton 
curve, where it will inevitably 
derail. 

Unstoppable is a breathlessly 
orchestrated thrill ride that 
spends the minimum amount 
of time fleshing out Frank and 
Will as flawed fathers, before 
contriving a nightmarish sce¬ 
nario for both men to redeem 
themselves in the eyes of their 
children. 

Washington and Pine are an 
appealing double act and Daw¬ 
son is suitably feisty, mocking 
Dewey for complaining that the 
train got away from him with 
the put-down, “It’s a train, not a 
chipmunk.” 

The clatter of locomotives 
over tracks provides composer 
Harry Gregson-Williams with a 
natural tempo for his bombas¬ 
tic orchestrations. 

All aboard for brainless fun.
